W HEREAS it appears to this general affembly, that the Cheva=
lier d’Anmours, coniul general of France, has been admited and re-
cognifed by the United States in Congrefs affembled conful general
of France for this ftate, the commonwealth of Virginia, North-Ca-
rolina, South-Carolina, and Georgia; and he having produced to this
general affembly the appointment and commifflion of his fovereign his
Moft Chriftian Majefty, and the exequatur of Congrefs duly attefted
by the fecretary thereof ; and it being neceflary that this ftate thould
acknowledge the Chevalier d’Anmours conful general of France, as
conful general of France for this ftate ; therefore Resorvep, That the

overnor and council be and they are hereby dire@ted to recognife the faid
Chevalier d’Anmours, conful general of France, to be conful general of
France for this ftate, and furnifh him with an exequatur in due form.

REesoLvep, That the intendant of the revenue lay before the gene-
ral affembly, in the firft week of next feffion, the different accouats,
agreeably to an a@, entitled, An a& refpeing finance, in the fame
manner, and as fully, as he is direéted in faid a&, as well that ordered
to be laid before the general affembly at their meeting in November,
as thofe to be exhibited at every feffion. '

REesorLveDp, That the treafurer of the weftern fhore be and is hereby
directed to ftop iffuing executions again{t the purchafers of Britith pro-
perty, until the end of the next feffion of affembly ; and that no fur-
ther proceedings be had on the executions which have already iffued
againft the faid purchafers; provided that the intereft due on the pur-
chafe money fhall be paid on or before the firft day of June next.
